Restore  Clinic  Funding, 
Hill  Appeals  to  Mayor

As  part  of  an  ongoing  effort  to  save 
the  Caleb  Clark  Potrero  Hill  Health 
Clinic,  dozens  of  Potrero  Hill  residents 
have  signed  a  letter  to  Mayor  Art  Agnos, 
urging  him  to  restore  it  to  full  funding. 

Noting  that  the  patients  have  come  to 
rely  on  the  "top  notch"  medical  and  den- 
tal care  provided  at  the  clinic,  the  letter 
also  mentions  that  patients  can  rely  on 
clinic  doctors  to  return  calls  "in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  night,"  and  to  make  house  calls 
when  a  patient  is  bedridden.  "We  need 
primary  medical  care  for  ourselves  and 
our  children,"  the  letter  states.  "We 
urge  you  to  support  .  .  .  restoration  of 
primary  health  care  to  the  neighborhood." 

The  clinic  is  coping  with  serious  budget 
cuts  as  a  result  of  decreased  federal 
funding,  and  the  City's  proposed  $11 
millioin  cut  for  the  Department  of  Public 
.-luulth  woulc  reOu'.e  tht  (  iiiuc':)  dutioi^ 
to  one  and  a  half,  a  two-third  cut. 

Potrero  Hill  residents  are  not  alone  in 
their  concern  about  the  proposed  cuts, 
as  public  health  facilities  throughout  San 
Francisco  are  affected.  Dozens  of  peo- 
ple from  all  over  the  city  have  testified 
at  public  hearings,  arguing  that  in  the 
long  run  the  cuts  will  prove  costly, 
forcing  the  poor  to  delay  or  forego  pre- 
ventive treatment,  and  increasing  de- 
mands for  expensive  emergency  care 
down  the  road. 

A  press  conference  organized  by  the 
Community  Health  Coalition  was  recent- 
ly held  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH),  and  patients  from  various  clinics 
described  how  they  relied  on  the  public 
health  system. 

A  disabled  mother  in  a  wheelchair, 
Dixie  Hesselberger,  said  there  had  been 
emergencies  involving  her  children  when 
she  had  to  rely  on  house  calls  from  the 
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Potrero  Hill  Clinic,  and  she  praised  the 
sensitivity  and  compassion  of  the  doctors 
at  the  Clinic  and  at  SFGH. 

And  an  elderly  patient,  who  had  recent- 
ly been  diverted  to  Children's  Hospital 
because  SFGH  was  too  crowded,  announc- 
ed, "I'm  lucky  to  still  be  here."  Lacking 
access  to  his  medical  records  (which  were 
still  at  SFGH),  the  doctors  failed  to  ad- 
minister medication  to  prevent  him  from 
retaining  water,  and  his  body  swelled  by 
18  pounds,  putting  a  severe  strain  on  his 
weak  heart. 

The  State  is  also  threatening  massive 
cuts  to  public  health.  Governor  George 
Deukmejian  has  proposed  to  reduce  fund- 
ing to  the  state's  mental  health  program 
by  S25  million;  and  he  has  threatened  a 
40  percent  reduction  from  the  proposed 
mental  health  budget  if  the  legislature 
does  not  agree  to  postpone  welfare  cost 
of  living  adjustments,  cut  in-home  sup- 
port for  the  elderly  and  disabled,  and

The  Coalition 
sponsored  a  recent  press  conference  high- 
lighting possible  cutbacks. 
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Deadline  For  Eviction? 


With  San  Francisco  already  facing  a  major  crisis  in  housing  affordability,  a  federal 
budget  deadline  October  1  could  spell  disastrous  results  for  thousands  of  low-income 
renters  -  and  for  the  city  as  a  whole. 

More  than  5,000  San  Francisco  senior  citizens  and  families  were  able  to  afford  to 
rent  an  apartment  in  the  last  15  years  only  because  of  federal  Section  8  subsidies 
that  lowered  their  rents  to  affordable  levels.  Budget  authority  for  Section  8  expires 
in  October,  and  if  the  subsidies  are  not  renewed,  more  than  1,400  families  could  face 
eviction  in  the  next  three  years,  with  as  many  as  5,500  out  on  the  street  by  the  year 
2000. 

Reps.  Nancy  Pelosi  and  Don  Edwards  have  introduced  a  bill  in  Congress  to  provide 
$437.5  million  over  three  years  to  be  made  available  to  local  governments  and  non- 
profit corporations  for  the  acquisition  and  preservation  of  this  housing  that  would 
otherwise  be  in  jeopardy. 

Without,  passage  of  this  bill,  owners  could  revert  to  charging  market  rate  rents,  in 
effect  evicting  thousands  of  San  Francisco  tenants.  To  replace  those  units.  Mayor 
Art  Agnos  charged,  would  cost  the  city  $100  million  which  the  city  does  not  have. 

And  such  Hill  developments  as  Parkview  Heights  and  Potrero  Court,  which  have 
included  some  mechanism  to  help  subsidize  a  portion  of  their  apartments,  will 
eventually  face  expiration  of  those  subsidies  as  well.  Even  if  the  subsidies  are  local 
rather  than  federal,  their  future  will  be  affected  by  the  precedent  set  in  the  Section 
8  battle. 

Thousands  of  units  in  the  huge  proposed  Mission  Bay  develooment,  as  well,  will 
receive  subsidies  to  help  make  them  affordable.  What  will  happen  if  they,  too,  are 
temporary  and  eventually  expire? 

EspeciaUy  given  San  Francisco's  spiraling  housing  costs,  the  solution  must  contain  a 
perspective  for  permanent  subsidies  for  the  life  of  a  building.  Involvement  of  non- 
profit developers  can  help  make  this  a  reality.

The  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  decision  to  hear  the  case  called  Webster  v.  Reproductive

Such  a  decision  would  strike  hardest  at  working  and  poor  women  and  their  families, 
and  cannot  be  tolerated  in  a  nation  that  is  supposed  to  stand  for  freedom.

Stop  Sign  Needed 

The  following  letter  was  sent  to 
Norman  E.  Bray,  City  Traffic  Engineer, 
and  signed  by  37  residents  and  bus  passen- 
gers near  the  intersection  of  19th  and 
De  Haro  Streets: 
Dear  Mr.  Bray: 

"Unfortunately,  on  the  northwest  side 
of  the  intersection,  which  is  the  blind  ap- 
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proach  to  it,  nothing  has  been  posted.  1 
telephoned  when  a  week  or  ten  days  had 
gone  by,  and  spoke  with  Mr.  Chun,  1  be- 
lieve. He  gave  me  the  number  of  "the 
shop."  I  do  not  feel  it  is  my  place  to  tele- 
phone the  fabricators  of  the  signs,  and 
wonder  what  were  your  instructions?" 

The  above  paragraph  is  from  a  letter 
you  received  last  year,  shortly  after  the 
installation  of  a  number  of  school  cross- 
ing signs  facing  the  traffic  traveling  east 
on  19th  Street  and  north  on  DeHaro. 
There  is  still  no  warning  of  any  kind  for 
cars  travelling  south  on  DeHaro  Street, 
even  though  the  heaviest  traffic  comes  in' 
this  direction  toward  what  is  not  only  a 
school  crossing,  but  a  blind  crosswalk  that 
leads  to  a  bus  stop.  Neither  pedestrians 
nor  vehicles  in,  or  about  to  enter,  the 
intersection  can  be  seen  from  that  ap- 
proach. 

In  the  year  since  you  received  this  and 
other  letters  concerning  the  problems 
faced  by  all  who  use  this  intersection, 
misses  have  become  nearer.  We  have  re- 
cently witnessed  a  collision  (luckily  not 
when  scliool  children  were  present)  and 
the  narrow  escape  of  a  resident  from  be- 
ing hit  as  she  crossed  the  street. 

The  increasing  motor-traffic  needs  to 
be  prepared  to  stop.  Instead,  cars  coming 
up  the  hill  from  the  north  see  the  absence 
of  a  street  on  the  west  side  of  the  inter- 
section and,  faced  with  an  even  steeper 
hill  in  the  block  ahead,  increase  their 
speed.  Even  those  familiar  with  the  haz- 
ards ahead  of  them  are  prone  to  this  re- 
action to  the  increase  in  grade. 

Hazards  not  mentioned  in  previous  let- 
ters include  the  change,  above  the  blind  ^ 
crossing,  from  parallel  parking  on  both 
sides  of  the  street  to  perpendicular  park- 
ing on  the  east  side  (where  the  bus  runs) 
and  a  prohibition  of  parking  on  the  west. 
This  change  causes  the  north-bound  traf- 
fic, especially  the  bus,  to  move  farther 
out  into  the  street  than  is  true  in  the  block 
from  which  the  accelerating  traffic  ap- 
proaches. 

One  way  to  protect  schoolchildren  and 
residents  from  the  dangers  posed,  and  the 
inconveniences  created;  a  way  that  seems 
to  us  simple,  obvious,  and  overdue;  is  the 
placement  of  stop  signs  at  the  three  street 
corners. 

We  suggest  once  more  that  you  inspect 
the  intersection  yourself,  especially  at 
2:30  p.m.  on  a  school  day,  or  on  a  weekend 
evening  when  the  motorcyclists  are  practi- 
cing for  the  next  film  to  be  made  in  the 
streets  of  San  Francisco.  Should  you  act 
upon  the  suggestion,  please  take  the  trou- 
ble to  introduce  yourself  to  one  of  us.

Why  was  the  library  closed?  Saturday, 
April  1st,  was  no  joke  for  the  staff  and 
users  of  the  Potrero  Branch  Library.  Po- 
trero's  staff  was  sent  to  cover  the  Mission 
Branch,  a  resource  branch  (bigger  and 
busier  than  Potrero). 

Library  policy  requires  keeping  the 
largest  branches  open  as  scheduled,  and 
staff  is  frequently  shifted  around  to  cover 
other  facilities.  Usually,  however,  we  do 
this  and  still  have  enough  staff  to  open 
Potrero.  Since  last  Fall,  the  library  staff 
has  been  stretched  thin,  and  the  last  week 
in  March  and  the  first  week  in  April  saw 
an  unprecedented  number  of  branch 
closings. 

Closing  the  library  is  the  last  resort; 
we  are  moving  staff  and  working  on  days 
off  to  avoid  closing.  Ideally,  a  large 
branch  like  Mission  could  help  keep  Po- 
trero's  doors  open,  and  that  happens.  With 
short  staffing  all  over  the  library  system, 
smaller  branches  have  been  closed  to  keep 
the  larger  branches  open. 

Is  the  situation  likely  to  improve?  We 
ere  worried  about  it  getting  worse.  The 
City  Librarian,  like  other  department 
heads,  has  submitted  a  reduced  budget  to 
the  mayor  along  with  a  maintenance 
budget  request  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
Cutbacks  could  occur  in  library  hours, 
book  budgets,  op  more  unexpected  clos- 
ings. 

Would  you  like  t,o  help?  Keep  Libraries 
Alive  (KLA),  the  legislative  arm  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Library,  has  a  brief  article 
on  how  users  can  help  us  fight  more  lib- 
rary budget  cuts.  Pick  up  a  copy  in  the 
April  Free,  the  monthly  newsletter  pub- 
lished by  the  Friends.

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Supes  O.K.  Compromises 
For  Work  Furlough  Facility

The  work  furlough  facility  at  1234 
Indiana  Street,  approved  by  a  7-4  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  April  3,  may 
well  be  just  the  first  of  a  series  in  San 
Francisco,  Board  members  indicated  in 
debating  the  issue.  The  vote  came  after 
five  hours  of  testimony  and  discussion 
on  an  appeal  filed  by  a  group  of  neighbors 
in  the  Dogpatch  section  just  west  of 
Third  Street. 

"If  this  one  goes,"  predicted  Supervisor 
Wendy  Nelder,  a  vocal  opponent  of  the 
proposal,  "then  every  single  block  is 
going  to  have  one  of  these." 

Supervisor  Nancy  Walker  agreed  -  but 
for  a  different  reason.  Supporting  the 
measure,  she  emphasized,  "every  area's 
going  to  have  to  take  some  sort  of 
facility  because  there's  so  great  a  need." 

And  Supervisor  Doris  Ward  noted  that 
"there  is  no  neighborhood  that  would 
not  fill  these  chambers  with  opposition. 
These  chambers  have  been  filled  even 
when  the  proposal  was  for  a  church  or 
a  mental  health  facility.  Even  then, 
people  would  be  saying,  '  not  in  my 
neighborhood.'  " 

The  facility  will  house  50  felons  con- 
victed of  non-violent  crimes,  serving 
the  last  90  days  of  their  prison  sentences, 
and  will  help  them  find  work  and  re- 
adjust to  life  out  of  prison. 

During  the  two  weeks  before  the  heated 
hearing,  representatives  of  Eclectic 
Communications  Inc.  (ECl),  a  private 
corporation  running  the  facility  under 
contract  from  the  state  Dept.  of  Correc- 
tions, met  with  representatives  of 
opposing  neighbors  and  other  community 
residents  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Mayor's  Office.  Members  of  Mayor  Art 
Agnos'  staff  helped  the  groups  hammer 
out  a  set  of  conditions  designed  to  help 
meet  some  of  the  neighbors'  concerns. 

Among  them: 

•  A  community  advisory  board  of  resi- 
dents, businesses,  police,  the  facility 
operator  and  a  representative  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  that  will  have  monthly 
meetings,  the  opportunity  to  review 
records  to  ensure  that  regular  meetings 
of  Narcotics  Anonymous  and  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  and  drug  testing  are  taking 
place;  will  be  informed  of  any  change 
in  management  at  the  facility,  and  will 
have  the  right  to  require  the  Planning 
Commission  lo  schedule  an  annual  review 
at  which  the  board  can  request  revocation 
of  the  facility's  conditional  use  permit. 


*  A  parole  agent  will  make  random 
patrols  of  the  area. 

*  Any  escapes  or  walkaways  will  be 
reported  within  eight  hours. 

*  Information  will  be  reported  to  the 
Police  Dept.  and  the  advisory  board 
about  any  crime  likely  to  have  been 
committed  by  residents. 

A  number  of  Dogpatch  residents  had 
pushed  for  the  facility's  capacity  to  be 
cut  from  50  residents  to  25,  but  such 
a  reduction  would  have  significantly 
altered  Dept.  of  Corrections  staffing 
patterns. 

Supervisor  Bill  Maher  proposed  an 
amendment  limiting  the  facility  to  25 
for  the  first  year  and  increasing  the 
capacity  if  there  were  no  initial  problems. 

Speaking  against  the  amendment,  Walker 
said  of  the  original  proposal  with  the 
conditions  worked  out  in  meetings  with 
Agnos'  staff:  "This  is  the  compromise. 
Some  people  didn't  like  the  compromise 
and  wanted  more,  but  there's  a  point  at 
which  you  have  to  stop  compromising." 
The  amendment  failed  on  a  7-4  vote. 

In  addition  to  a  number  of  residents  who 
acknowledged  the  need  for  the  facility 
but  questioned  its  size,  others  expressed 
concern  about  the  effect  of  a  work 
furlough  facility  on  nearby  property 
values.  "Why  should  we  let  all  our  value 
deteriorate  before  our  eyes,"  asked  one 
Mission  District  resident.  "We're  the 
victims;  we're  the  ones  a  crime  is 
being  committed  against,"  she  claimed. 

Nelder  appeared  to  agree.  "The 
majority  of  people  who  own  a  home  have 
their  entire  life's  savings  in  their  homes," 
she  said.  "When  people  move  into  a 
neighborhood,  they  have  the  right  to 
expect  it  to  stay  just  about  the  same." 

Not  all  those  expressing  concerns, 
however,  translated  them  into  strong 
opposition.  Parkview  Heights  Home- 
owners Association  President  Marvin 
Schwartz  stressed,  "the  point  is  not  to 
revoke  the  permits,  but  to  get  guaran- 
tees." 

Schwartz  urged  the  Supervisors  to  "act 
positively  to  ensure  the  number  of 
crimes  in  the  area  does  not  increase. 
If  you  approve  this  or  any  other  such 
facility,  establish  rigid  requirements 
to  ensure  public  safely,  and  establish 
a  system  that  ensures  continuing  inde- 
pendent oversight.  Place  the  burden 
on  the  contractor,  the  Dept.  of  Correc- 
tions, lo  show  success  rather  than  on 
the  neighbors  to  show  that  things  are 
not  going  well."

Several  of  the  speakers  supporting  the 
proposal  made  commitments  to  help 
residents  of  the  facility  if  it  were 
approved. 

Joe  O'Donoghue,  head  of  the  Residential 
Builders'  Assn.,  noted  that  his  group's 
contractors  "have  hired  work  furlough 
people,  and  they're  exemplary  workers." 
Making  a  commitment  to  help  provide 
jobs  for  the  Indiana  Street  residents, 
he  emphasized,  "The  government  has  an 


obligation  to  all  citizens,  not  just  law- 
abiding  ones."  And  Potrero  Hill's  Good 
Life  Grocery  co-owner  Kayren  Hudiburgh 
stressed  that  work  furlough  facilities 
"are  going  to  have  to  be  everywhere. 
Many  small  businesses  can  provide  jobs. 
I'm  not  afraid  of  people  who  ask  for 
help.  I'm  afraid  of  people  who  don't 
want  any  help."

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Heated  Planning  Hearing  Debates  Ballpark  Report

Although  il  was  slated  to  be  merely  a 
liearing  on  un  tnvii-onnienlal  Impact 
Report  supplement,  an  April  20  Planning 
Commission  Session  was  turned  into  a 
dress  rehearsal  of  what  promises  to  be 
a  dramatic  confrontation  around  City 
Hall's  proposed  ballpark-arena  plan. 

The  hearing  was  set  to  take  public 
comment  on  a  supplement  to  the  Envi- 
ronmental Impact  Report  (EIR)  to  the 
huge  proposed  Mission  Bay  development. 
The  supplement  predicted  major  delays 
in  traffic  commuting  out  of  the  city, 
as  well  as  congestion  and  gridlock  in 
the  South  of  Market  area  if  a  stadium 
were  built  at  Second  and  King  Streets, 
and  an  arena  at  Seventh  and  Townsend. 

It  was  clear  from  the  hearing  that  both 
the  supporters  and  opponents  of  the  plan 
are  already  organizing,  even  though  any 
voter  decision  on  the  matter  is  months 
away.  "Should  the  Mayor  make  a 
decision  to  go  forward,"  noted  Planning 
Director  Dean  Macris,  "and  we  expect 
this  in  June,  or  no  later  than  July,  it 
will  be  placed  on  the  November  ballot. 
If  it  succeeds,  then  there  will  be  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report,  a  hearing 
on  a  conditional  use  permit,  and  one  on 
rezoning." 

Dozens  of  sign-toting  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Ballpark  Alliance  came 
to  the  hearing  to  support  the  plan.  While 


many  made  little  reference  to  the 
report  tliat  was  supposed  to  be  the 
subject  of  the  Planning  Commission 
session,  a  number  of  others  claimed 
the  report  overstated  the  negative 
impacts  of  the  facilities.  Several  other 
Ballpark  Alliance  members  stressed 
the  availability  of  public  transit  in  the 
area  would  diminish  auto  traffic. 

While  not  indicating  whether  or  not 
she  would  support  the  plan.  Commisio- 
ner  Sue  Bierman  appeared  to  take  issue 
with  these  claims.  "It's  optimistic  to 
think  people  will  walk  15  minutes  at 
night."  she  said.  The  continuing  growth 
of  highrise  buildings,  she  added,  have 
affected  the  availability  of  public 
transit  and  made  it  far  more  crowded. 
"People  are  already  standing  all  the  way 
to  Walnut  Creek,"  she  charged. 

Many  Ballpark  Alliance  members 
emphasized  their  desire  to  build  a  ball- 
park to  keep  the  Giants  in  the  city  - 
responding  to  team  owner  Bob  Lurie's 
threat  to  move  from  Candlestick  Park 
in  1995  -  but  none  mentioned  any  of  the 
problems  associated  with  a  Seventh  and 
Townsend  arena.  Bierman  noted  that 
while  parking  and  traffic  projections 
for  a  ballpark  projected  sellout  atten- 
dance, the  supplement's  projections 
for  the  arena  only  reflected  a  half-full 
capacity. 

Even  with  that,  she  noted,  people  will 
park  on  Potrero  Hill  while  attending 
arena  events.  "For  the  love  of  sports, 
people  do  walk  up  hills,"  she  emphasized.

"This  document  shouldn't  say  Potrero 
Hill  won't  feel  the  impact.  People  will 
park  up  there,  and  you  should  cop  to 
that." 

She  also  noted  that  the  report  "talks 
about  a  neighborhood  such  as  Potrero 
Hill  restricted  to  local  traffic  on 
game  nights.  Are  people  going  to  sliow 
passes?  Show  their  driver's  license  to 
a  cop?" 

Bierman  asked  the  Planning  Dept.  staff 
to  answer  a  number  of  key  questions 
she  felt  were  left  incomplete  in  the 
report: 

*  Where  would  displaced  maritime 
industry  relocate? 

*What  are  the  specific  plans  and 
availability  of  funds  for  the  regional 
transit  improvements  projected  in  the 
report? 

*  Are  the  South  of  Market  parking 
lots  relied  upon  by  the  report  really 
free  on  game  nights  or  will  they  already 
be  used  by  people  at  Moscone  Center 

or  Verba  Buena  Center? 

*  How  much  housing  would  be  lost  if 
a  ballpark  and  arena  are  built? 

The  last  point  was  stressed  by  a  number 
of  people  at  the  hearing.  Stephen  Taber, 
a  member  of  Sen  Franciscans  for  Planning 


Priorities  (SFPP).  said  the  FIR  supplement 
has  "an  inadequate  focus  on  the  impact 
,and  development  of  housing  in  the  South 

Beach  area.  It  should  deal  with  the 
impact  on  construction  of  new  housing 
in  that  area." 

SFPP  stresses  that  "a  more  reasonable 
long-term  planning  approach  to  one  of 
the  city's  last  underdeveloped  areas  is 
vital.  Immediate  construction  of  a 
stadium  without  such  planning  would 
wilfully  ignore  the  current  and  future 
needs  of  the  city." 

No  mention  whatsoever  was  made  at 
the  Planning  Commission  hearing  about 
the  possible  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of 
the  stadium  and  arena  plan. 

Financing  plans  revealed  up  to  now 
call  for  city  purchase  of  proposed  sites, 
which  will  be  given  to  the  developer, 
and  a  $30  million  city  loan  to  the 
developer  paid  out  at  $3  million  per  year 
for  10  years.  The  loan  -  which  might 
be  funded  through  the  city's  hotel  tax 
or  by  sale  of  surplus  property  -  would 
be  paid  back  over  20  to  30  years  following 
the  opening  of  a  stadium.  Additional 
funding  would  come  from  the  sale  of 
millions  in  city  bonds.

Adapting,  Potrero  Palms, Hamburger  Nancy's  Succeed

Actually,  it's  all  in  the  family.  Ham- 
burger Nancy's  and  the  Potrero  Palms  at 
17th  and  Kansas  Streets  have  been  part 
of  the  Hill  family  of  businesses  for  23 
years  and  have  been  owned  by  Nick  and 
Nancy  Kapogiannis  since  1967.  "my  sec- 
ret has  been  to  change  with  the  times," 
Nick  says.  And  change  he  has. 

It  all  began  with  Nick  and  his  mother  in 
1967.  Nick  bought  the  place  from  realtor 
."iay  Cicerone  when  it  was  a  condemned 
building.  He  and  some  friends  left  the 


outside  as  it  was,  but  redid  the  entire  in- 
side to  make  it  a  comfortable  place  to 
which  people  would  like  to  come.  They 
opened  it  as  The  Fabulous  Greek  in  1967, 
with  Nick's  mother  doing  all  the  cooking. 

When  Nick's  mother  died  in  1972.  he 
couldn't  find  anyone  else  to  cook  the  food 
that  he  wanted  so  he  changed  it  to  the 
Downbeat,  a  live  jazz  club.  When  he 
thought  the  club  was  getting  a  little  row- 
dy, in  1975  he  changed  to  a  piano  and  fern 
bar,  then  to  the  Potrero  Palms  in  1981. 
Through  all  these  changes,  he  has  main- 
tained the  friendly,  family-type  feeling. 


A  Dog's  Life  Ain't  So  Bad

rupeds —  canines,  felines,  and  maybe 
some  of  you  others.  Listen  up  gang, 
we've  got  news  for  you. 

Look,  Clotilde,  do  the  bipeds  in  your 
house  think  it's  too  much  of  a  hassle  to 
take  you  along  on  that  trip  to  Paris? 
And  Helmut,  your  housemate  has  been 
transferred  by  his  company  to  Dusseldorf 
and  doesn't  quite  know  what  to  do  with 
you?  How  about  you.  Champ?  About  had 
it  with  that  idiot  on  the  other  end  of  your 
leash  with  his  inane  baby  talk?  Need  a 
break? 

Well,  Potrero  Hill  has  the  answer  for 
you  all.  It's  Pet  Express,  down  there  on 
Iowa  St.  under  the  280  freeway  between 
23rd  and  25th  Streets. 

Listen  to  this.  One  of  the  things  the 
good  people  down  there  do  is  take  the 
hassle  out  of  pet  travel.  They'll  help  you 
get  your  health  and  rabies  certificates 
and  your  customs  clearance,  and  if  you're 
going  solo,  they'll  even  deliver  you  to  the 
airport.  And  not  in  one  of  those  vulgar 
stretch  limos,  either,  but  in  a  comfort- 
able, dignified  white  van.  And  youll 
travel  in  your  own  compartment  called 
a  "flight  kennel." 

But  if  you're  like  Champ,  not  ready  for 
a  big  trip,  yet,  needing  just  a  change  of 
scene  for  a  few  days  or  e  week  or  two, 
check  this.  Maybe  you're  looking  for  a 
bit  of  pampering  -  a  bath,  a  haircut,  a 
nail  trim.  Pet  Express  will  indulge  you. 
If  you're  into  more  vigorous  activity 
they'll  take  you  jogging  or  get  you  in- 
volved in  tugs-of-war  or  ball  play. 

Well,  what  about  the  accomodations? 
Pet  Express  can  put  up  300  guests 
(double  occupancy),  but  unless  you  come 
with  a  relative  or  friend  youll  be  getting 
a  private  indoor-outdoor  run  from  10  to 
30  feet  long  with  radiant  heating  In  the 


concrete  floor.  The  kitchen  is  not  yet 
Michelin-starred,  but  it  lays  out  high 
quality  stuff.  Of  course,  if  you're  partial  i 
to  what  you  get  at  home,  you  can  bring 
it  with  you.  Your  hostess,  Nanci  Davis, 
president  of  P.E.,  chuckles  when  she  re- 
members Finnegan,  an  Irish  (what  else?) 
Wolfhound  who  checked  in  with  his  own 
packaged  meals  -  not  corned  beef  and 
cabbage,  but,  so  help  me,  beef  bourgig- 
non,  sirloin  tips  and  the  like.  "Looked  a 
lot  better  than  the  lunch  I  bring  with  me," 
she  says. 

Davis  is  just  one  of  the  dozen  or  so 
people  who  run  Pet  Express.  Among  those 
who  make  your  travelling  easier  or  stay- 
ing a  pleasure  are  specialists  in  boarding, 
shipping  and  relocation,  grooming,  flea 
control  and  one  in  charge  of  the  small 
gift  shop  that  surveys  pet  supplies,  foods 
and  toys. 

Check  the  resident  guests  at  the  spa 
at  any  time,  and  you're  likely  to  find  a 
cosmopolitan  group.  There  might  be  a 
Yorkshire  Terrier  bunking  next  door  to 
a  Great  Dane,  a  Siamese  feline  chatting 
with  an  Abyssinian  in  the  grooming  par- 
lor, and  occasionally  some  more  exotic 
individuals.  Enjoying  the  accomodations 
at  one  time  or  another  have  been  billy 
goats,  an  occasional  hamster,  guinea  pig, 
rabbit  and  turtle. 

Pet  Express  started  out  as  a  transporta- 
tion service,  taxi  and  ambulance  for  you 
quadrupeds  in  1968.  Some  11  years  later 
the  owners  established  a  kennel  at  the 
Hunters'  Point  shipyard  and  then  decided 
it  was  time  to  move  when  the  navy  started 
talking  about  homeporting  the  Missouri 
in  the  area.  The  unused  property  under 
the  freeway  seemed  a  perfect  spot  for 
such  a  facility,  and  after  months  of  hagg- 
ling with  city,  state  and  federal  bureauc- 
racies, the  new  Pet  Express  facility 
opened  last  December. 

So,  Clotilde,  Helmut,  Champ,  the  rest 
is  up  to  you.  Tell  your  resident  bipeds 
that  help  is  at  hand.  All  they  have  to  do 
is  caU  821-7111. 


He's  had  lots  of  help  with  all  this.  "1 
couldn't  have  done  it  without  Nancy,"  he 
said  -  and  she  agreed.  Neither  could  they 
have  done  it  witliout  Bobby  Sue  Dorcey, 
who,  for  18  years  of  the  last  23  has  been 
greeting  and  waiting  on  customers.  Ano- 
ther helper,  who  started  almost  by  acci- 
dent, is  Ronald  Booker  who,  as  a  news- 
boy, used  to  trade  papers  for  soft  drinks 
and  now  helps  Nancy  in  the  kitchen. 
And  the  Kapogiannises  get  lots  of  help 
from  their  daughter  Kim,  who  works 
there  four  days  a  week. 

Nancy  really  got  involved  when  they 
decided  to  open  Hamburger  Nancy's  in 
1985.  Nick  was  aware  that  people  were 
drinking  a  lot  less  now  and  that  a  busi- 
ness -  that  was  only  a  bar  -  could  lose 
money.  "I  looked  around  the  neighbor- 
hood," he  recalls,  "and  saw  that  there  was 
no  place  on  the  Hill  to  just  get  a  good 
hamburger  -  so,  1  filled  the  need.  With 
Nancy  to  do  all  the  cooking,  we  made  the 
change."  And  since  then,  lots  of  old  and 
new  customers  have  discovered  Nancy's 
freshly  made  and  juicy  hamburgers. 

They  get  a  lot  of  business  from  the 
sports  teams  who  play  at  Jackson  park, 
since  it's  so  convenient  just  to  drop  in  and 
get  a  hamburger  before  they  go  home.  The 


basketball  crowd  from  the  Recreation 
Center  also  drops  in.  On  Wednesdays 
there's  a  motorcycle  club,  made  up  of 
ffiembers  of  the  District  Attorney's 
Office,  that  meets  there.  A  couple  of 
weeks  ago,  actor  Robert  Conrad  dropped 
in  after  filming  an  episode  of  "Jesse 
Hawkes,"  a  new  television  series,  and 
complimented  Nancy  on  her  hamburgers. 

Nick  is  a  longtime  resident  of  the  area, 
born  at  24th  and  York  Streets.  He  started 
out  working  at  the  St.  Francis  Creamery, 
in  operation  since  1919.  "I  went  from  be- 
ing a  soda  jerk  to  a  bar  jerk,"  Nick  says. 
Whatever  he  does,  he  likes  working  with 
people  and  seeing  them  every  day. 

But  it's  not  just  Nick  that  makes  the 
Potrero  Palms.

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"Three  Ways  Home":  Culture 
Clash  in  the  Big  City

Californians  love  plays  about  New  York- 
ers. We  like  to  experience  the  gritty 
reality  of  life  in  the  big  city  -  to  see  lay- 
ers peeled  off  the  toughest  characters  to 
expose  the  sensitive  individuals  who  live 
underneath.  In  "Three  Ways  Home"  at  the 
Eureka  Theatre  we  meet  such  characters 
-  not  all  of  whom  survive  the  painful  un- 
masking process. 

Billed  as  a  "dark  comedy,"  the  play  in- 
troduces us  to  Sharon  Conway,  a  quasi- 
Yuppie  whose  best  defense  is  a  cynical, 
wise-cracking  offense.  A  series  of 
events  leads  her  to  volunteer  for  a  social 
work  program.  When  she  adamantly  de- 
clares about  her  decision  that  "It's  not 
about  changing  my  life!' we  suspect  that 
she's  greatly  mistaken,  and  we're  right. 
You  see,  she's  never  met  anyone  like 
Dawn  Towers  before. 

Dawn  is  a  proud  welfare  mother  of 
four  who  is  trying  to  get  by  with  her  dig- 
nity intact.  She  resents  the  volunteer 
who's  been  assigned  to  her,  and  when  the 
two  meet,  the  fur  flies,  and  the  testing 
of  limits  begins.  Add  to  this  dynamic 
Dawn's  troubled  teenage  son,  who  re- 
treats further  and  further  into  the  fant- 
asy land  of  "X-Men"  comics  to  escape  his 
world. 

Neither  Dawn  nor  Sharon  are  paragons 
of  virtue.  Dawn  knows  a  palsy  when  she 
sees  one.  and  proceeds  to  play  on  Sharon's 
"white  girl  guilt"  by  manipulating  her  no 
end.  For  her  part,  Sharon  laments  the  , 
fact  that  when  the  two  of  them  see  the 
movie  "The  Color  Purple,"  Dawn  doesn't 
"get  the  message  that  she  wanted  her  to 
get." 

The  play  is  about  the  development  of 
their  relationship,  and  how  their  friend- 
ship grows.  All  the  while  they  are  forced 
to  watch  Dawn's  son  falling  deeper  and 
deeper  away  from  them,  and  from  the 
real  world.

Esther  Scott  portrays  Dawn,  and  she  is 
riveting.  This  local  actress  has  been  work- 
ing quite  often  lately,  and  it's  easy  to  see 
why.  Shakespeare,  Brecht,  the  Mine 
Troupe  -  Scott  has  the  range  to  handle  it 
all. 

Eureka  Resident  Actor  Sigrid  Wursch- 
midt  is  a  good  match  for  Scott  -  the  two 
of  them  make  this  play  electric.  Through- 
out the  performance,  the  three  characters 
not  only  address  each  other,  but  often 
will  speak  directly  to  the  audience  as 
well  -  a  technique  that  works  very  well 
here,  as  directed  by  Ken  Grantham. 

Dawn  and  Sharon,  by  virtue  of  their 
class  and  race,  have  vastly  different 
views  of  the  world.  In  one  particularly 
poignant  and  telling  scene  Dawn  proudly 
announces  her  latest  pregnancy,  to  the 
immediate  dismay  of  her  volunteer.  The 
joy  and  hope  represented  by  new  life  is 
at  first  lost  on  the  social  worker,  but  is 
later  found  by  the  friend. 

"Three  Ways  Home"  is  a  well-crafted 
and  well-acted  piece  of  theatre.  Pro- 
fanity is  rampant  (as  it  is  in  the  big  city), 
and  may  offend  some.  Playwright  Casey 
Kurtti  has  a  wonderful  ear  for  dialogue 
and  has  written  some  very  funny  scenes. 
Kurtti  is  currently  working  on  the  screen- 
play of  "Three  Ways  Home"  which  has 
been  optioned  by  Columbia  Pictures. 
Better  to  see  it  with  real,  live  actors  at 
the  Eureka  while  it's  hot...
